THE DIULL. 


It is proposed to apply all the latest im- 


provements iu uaval tactics aud signalling. 
Tho scene of this great naval drill will be 
tho Florida channel, aud will 
probably 


extend to a brief cruise of the fleet in adja- 
cent waters of tho gulf. Tlie drill will 
embrace fleet formations and niaucovrcs 
under stonm, forming in order of battle iu 
ono or two lines, forming columns of 
vessels, etc., aud fleet evolutions under sail 
when carried, aud also under sail and staain 
combined. All mancovres hi tactics will be 
executed by signals. 


THE FLEET. 


The Navy Department hopes that much 


_ raetieal benefit will result from this drill. 
The entire fleet will consist of twenty five 
vessels of all kinds, 
including seiouteou 


frigates and corvotts, four iron clad moni- 
tors, one hospital ship and three despatch 
boata. The Cauouicus nud Ajni, iron clads 
at Philadelphia, are now under orders, and 
will probably also arrive in time to partici- 
pate. 


TAXATION. 


Several members of tho appropriation com- 


miitoA cx«roRf tho opinion tbfU it- will bo 
necessary to report to a slight increase of 
taxation, as it is uot regarded BK possible- to 
reduce the expenditures snlliciout to cover 
the deficit. 


ATTOBNEY OENEKAL WILLIAMS. 


Attorney-General William's friends aro still 


very confident that he will be confirmed ns 
chief-justice, though the opposition to him 
is very formidable. 


Mil. WILLIAMS'S CASE. 


Several members of tho Senate called on 


tho President on Saturday and held n long 
consultation With him upon Mr. "Williams's 
case, laying before the -President in pretty 
definite terms matters which the Senate 
judiciary committee- had developed during 
their investigation of the case. 
Tho Presi- 


dent expressed much surprise at the inform- 
ation given him, and said that ho had uot 
been awaro of the facts stated, aud sup- 
poied much of tho talk in regard to the case 
waa simply scandal. As a result of this in- 
terview the President decided to visit the 
Capitol and have a full conference with tho 
members of tho judiciary committee. 


Today he spent several hours in his room 


at the Capitol with the republican Senator.-) 
composing tho committee, and the latter 
laid all the matter developed by them before 
tho President, He hi 


eloped b 
id becii led to think 


that the investigation had been conducted 
without Mr. Williams being allowed to know 
what was presented against him. 
Tho 


IVoaulont learned, however, that every step 
taken by tho committee had been made known 
to Mr. Williams. 
After a bug consultation 


over tho question, it became quite evident 
that confirmation could not take place, and 
upon separating tho understanding of 
the 


senators was that Mr. 
Williams'fl name 


would be withdrawn tomorrow. 


Tho President's visit to tho committee 


was uot in any BQIISO au a,ttompt on his part 
to control its action, but was purely for tho 
purpose of informing himself of the real sit- 
uation of tho cesc. 


ECONOMIZING. 


Tho appropriation committee did a groat 


work today. The estimates for tho military 
establishment proper were reduced. six mil- 
lions, and half h million more is still to come 
out. Tho surplus fund accumulated by the 
commissary and quarter master departments 
alnco thG war, under tho law regulating un- 
expended balances, turuti out to bo five mil- 
lions, and this will be returnee! into tho 
Treasury. These items, with reductions de- 
termined upon in ri»r aud harbor and for- 
tification bills, will make tho entire reduc- 
tions wpou tho first estimates of tho depart- 
ment nuout twenty flvo milliono.

These crops having been all har- 
vested, the laud is now sowed in rye for 
winter pasturage. 


Tn? SWEDES AND NORWEGIANS.—A corre- 


spondent of the Scientific American writes 
that "never could more dissimiliar nations 
bo united under one, government than Nor- 
way and Sweden. 
Norway, clings with the 


most absurd tenacity to old things and old 
ways of doing them, while Sweden is ready 
to advance with the rest of the world, 
Tho 


dift'orenco appears strikingly on the lino of 
railrcjul between Christi&iiti ana Stockholm. 
Tho road is about 400 miles long, of which, 
say, 100 are in Norway and 300 in Sweden. 
Tho time for express trains is about 20 
hours. Of this something like 8 hours is 
taken for the Norwegian 100 miles, leaving 
12 hours—really only 11 hours—for tho 
Swedish 300 miles, or 12 miles against 2Z 
miles per hour. 
But most of the travel in 


Norway is by tho very old fashion of carioles 
IM*1 post-horses, the principal roads—under 
government care—being in good order and 
the speed averaging, With push, six or seven 
miles per hour. The American consul in 
Christiana—which is the only active part 
of Norway—is trying hard 
to

mowers «v.«l raspers into use there, though 
thus fnr with indifferent success.
